Catholics can not hope 
compete with the public schools; the state can af- 
ford build better schools, expend enormous 
sums for laboratory equipment, pay for the best 
teachers. Instead engaging ruinous compe- 
tition with ourselves (the American people) let 
adopt much saner program; let sanctify the 
public schools—let introduce the Bible, not 
narrow sectarian manner, but with malice toward 
none and charity toward all. 

Such the incongruous attitude taken toward 
problem which vital the very existence 
our Faith America—a point view narrow 
and short-sighted that were not utterly tragic 
its effect upon our spiritual life would extreme- 
amusing and diverting the contemplation.

cism was one the few occupations where intelli- 
gence was unnecessary. will all admit that this 
statement too general. Critics class perhaps 
may indicted, especially when they disagree with 
us; but here and there you find one who might rate 
high intelligence test. The essential trouble 
today, however, seems with criticism and not 
with the critics. The art Dryden, Lessing, Lon- 
ginus and Boileau has seen sad decay. Where- 
fore criticism? the new scheme things your 
judge cites law but his impression, states 
precedent but prejudice. principle but 
pecuniary pressure, fancied demi-gods spout gaseous 
nothings with all the profundity Pythian oracle. 
deal our called criticism sans sanction, 
sans soundness and sans sense. What worth? 

Besides the throng who have little nothing 
say but who say neatly (and thereby captivate 
large hordes who appreciate little nothing) there 
are those who find constitutionally impossible not 
criticize. might group these negative minds 
together and select type the Oxford don Paul 
Elmer Moore tells about one the Shelbourne 
Essays. 

The don returned his rooms after pleasant 
evening, and attempted light candle. Slightly 
befuddled, found the candle assumed double 
aspect and try would could not light the 
right one. critique which deserves im- 
mortalized for length, breadth and thickness, for 
universal dissatisfaction all that ever was, and 
ever shall be, the disjusted don muttered, “Oh, 
damn the nature things.” Between all those who 
want not what they see and those who see not what 
they want criticism sore distressed. Even Dr. 
Frank Crane may well muse the poor critic. 
Long ago Chesterton remarked that the art satire 
had decayed because its purpose had been lost sight 
of. And now not only has the branch been cut off, 
but the whole tree being uprooted. Criticism may 
die the death. 


This general discussion criticism order 
here, apropos discussion the teaching vocation, 
for several reasons. the first place much has 
been written about education editors popular 
magazines, politicians, trustees, efficiency experts 
and beacon lights history (guaranteed for onc 
administration), that those who are engaged 
the business may well wonder with the irrespons- 
sible Oxford don the nature things worth 
while. But the assumption that anyone knows 
enough about education become dogmatic about 
can understood. From our earliest days 
America, has been the custom for the needy col- 
lege man awaiting opportunity’s knock abide 
school teaching until finds his place society. 
benefits immensely the great experience 
contact with human nature its purity, its happi- 
ness and its innocent perversity, but not 
certain that the human nature advances proportion- 


ately. Imagine farmer with hand the plough 
and another prescription clerk 
making pills and poring over the rule Shelley’s 
Case—your bank teller paying out thousand odd 
and murmering the phyla softly himself. 
psychologically and spiritually impossible serve 
two masters according some but here excep- 
tion that tests the law. 

The transient student teacher not common 
today (and certainly not proficient) but there are 
some birds passage far more dangerous. Twenty 
years ago Charles Mills Gayley made some pointed 
remarks his “Idols Education” about this evil. 
may have done grave injustice those noble 
women who really feel their responsibility, but 
characterized the public school teachers mob 
mobile maidens meditating matrimony.” 
esting statistics might compiled showing the 
average tenure teacher and the reason for tak- 
ing and abanding the work. Whether not the 
problem the half hearted teacher bad 
seems, the fact remains that thousands individuals 
constitutionally inefficient are interfering with the 
intellectual and moral progress our children to- 
day. 

Not from the classroom alone does this influence 
come. the notion understanding all the prob- 
lems the school fully, carried into the byways 
life these fledging tyros that works disaster. 
potent leaven the “equality mind,” the in- 
evitable correlate unreasoned democracy. Hard 
upon the school then follows the mad influence 
the mob. The vicious circle complete—the school, 
the teacher, the student form hostile groups and 
like the snakes who tried swailow each other, 
produce inexplicable puzzle. Couple with the 
intricacy the problem the Babel criticism, called 
euphoniously “the literature the subject,” which 
taken seriously many, and you get slight 
impression the utter disorganization American 
education today. (Not business, but vital 
force.) 

Now though most the criticism educational 
problems the pleasant lucubration narrow spe- 
cialists who lack vision, and imaginative minds 
who lack foresight those the one hand who wish 
test and measure that which they deny prin- 
ciple and those the other who would develop 
what they cannot understand; though the first 
group critics have considered lack deep in- 
sight the fundamental problems education, they 
are least trying helpful. They are seeking 
construct the temple learning even though they 
can not agree where begin. The critic, however, 
who damns irrevocably the entire system, who 
mixes pessimism and cynicism verbal bomb and 
scuttles the ship, should receive attention. The 
state this last man worse than that all the 
first. has done his share make valueless sound 
and constructive advice, for where the cry desola- 
tion heard often the school will not look for 
help. 

reasonably clear that have not found the 
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disease that has brought American education its 
present apathetic reasonably apparent 
that shall not improve the system until diag- 
nose the difficulty, despite the frantic orgy bonds 
and building. That the Catholic schools are not 
stricken with such dire misfortune, that they are 
conducted efficiently and minimum cost, and 
most important, that they give evidence attaining 
least measure the end for which they are in- 
stituted might make one curious know the causes 
their success. not believe investigation 
would have far find that the difference be- 
tween the successful school and the tax burden 
today Teacher. And here the reason why 
the school does not function properly—why criti- 
cism vain. arouse interest the child, 
make the teacher feel her duty, inspire the prin- 
cipal, can not always talk the School and Edu- 
cation and Pedagogy and such nothings. must 
speak the teacher. Only when the teacher 
roused action does the school function. the 
present furor fads method, scientific short cuts 
and psychic projects one kind and another, are 
tending toward the idea that teaching may prac- 
tised like brick-laying and hod-carrying. The real 
teacher smiles sadly these perversions. True, the 
younger generation considers one old fashioned 
one does not know the students “IQ,” per- 
centile rank, deviation. not under- 
estimate the importance the new science teach- 
ing, but not let the whip snap the driver. What 
intelligence test without intelligent tester? 
The teacher the mainspring the school. 

The Catholic school seems possess the secret 
success her glorious corps workers who are 
willing live for teaching rather than teach for 
living. only because there are still some noble 
minded men and women, working the Sisters and 
Brothers Catholic schools, that the public schools 
have any efficiency other than that dispensaries 
fact, expensive substitutes for purveying those 
things one used get much more cheaply the old 
almanacs. But let utter warning here the 
Catholic teacher. her hands that the hope 
and success Church and Country lie. the 
teacher who must galvanize those dormant powers 
for good the child which unaroused vital ac- 
tion, noble and pure living, will sometime burst forth 
destructive and passionate energies. the casu- 
observer however the life the teacher one 
tedium and defeat; the dull routine class, the 
nerve strain preparation, the dismal outlook 
narrow future—sufficient for the dreary 
the weakling who can not stand the pace Life, 
the pedant who lacks ambition. But the outsider 
can not feel the real spirit the teaching business, 
where the merchandise Truth and Love and Hope 
and the buyers are human souls; where there 
haggling for the price and where the merchant’s on- 
worry that purchasers may forget take their 
goods. The stranger can not see the pure poetry 
the eyes misses the music young 
hearts, the dreams, the passions, the joys, those 
simple, glorious, elemental realities that accompany 
life’s great moments—all these exquisite beauties 
are the birthright Teacher. 

But why does the world misjudge the teacher?

Nature Study 


the Grades 


Sister Remberta, O.S.B. 


ATURE study may either horror the 
teacher and trial the pupils, pure de- 
light both. The possibilities are great either 
way that worth every effort the teacher’s 
part avoid the former and strive for the latter. 
Some still assign topic which the pupils 
are look the encyclopedia, taking notes more 
less carefully and laboriously. Then one the 
class called upon present the material 
manner painful himself and less the 
helpless audience. This done though have 
much real live material available. subject 
our present curriculum, overcrowded is, has 
the vital possibilities this one. And none will 
the results more practical and far-reaching. 

bring about these desirable results nec- 
essary make the nature study lessons series, 
correlate them with the other studies the curricu- 
lum and with the children’s daily lives. single 
lesson can stand isolated unit, each one but 
step desired goal. are bring our little 
charges closer God and prepare them for their 
future life. How well adapted nature study 
both these ends only taught such way 
open their eager eyes the marvels God’s 
created world. They will love Him more, which 
means serving Him better, and besides, they will 
acquire the habit observation and asking 
thoughtful questions, all valuable assets for their 
life after school days are over. 

The lesson should not only interesting, 
should impart definite knowledge and add some- 
practical way the future. There are three phases 
considered these results are ob- 
tained :—The artistic phase, the practical phase, and 
the scientific phase. 

All children are artists, not actively, least 
passively. Not every child can write poetry, sing, 
draw. But every child loves the beautiful and 
appreciates poetry and art. Instinctively the little 
hands out grasp beautiful flower, little eyes 
beam when they see beautiful picture, faces 
brighten when the teacher reads poem. the 
teacher’s sweet duty direct and develop this in- 
stinctive love the beautiful that may not 
perverted. Nature herself holds some the most 
attractive secrets; secrets, however, only those 
who not know her ways. Besides she has served 
inspiration our greatest artists literature, 
music and painting. nature the teacher’s 
guide she will not astray directing these baby 
artists. 

But theory alone will avail little cannot put 
into practice. Suppose you have decided study 
buds with your class. sounds very uninteresting, 
not say prosaic. But let begin correlation. 
great poet who was also nature-lover has given 
the beautiful Wandered Lonely 
Cloud.” Read that the class. Questions will fol- 
low, “What are daffodils? Who has seen them?” 
etc., till all are interested. Some discussion will re- 
veal the fact that you could have daffodils your 


own school rooni. course they are all eager 
what they can bring into their own room 
least faint image the picture that Wordsworth 
flashes vividly before their eyes. will 
eager memorize the poem that any time 
they may recall the mental picture. 

Volunteers supply the bulbs will not want- 
ing. you will need shallowbowl and you 
wish combine the artistic and the practical, let 
pretty blue one. Fill this with fine white 
sand serve firm bed for the developing bulbs. 
Keep the sand well moistened and place the bowl 
for few days dark place. transfer 
warm sunny spot where all the eager eyes can it.

They will make crude little sketches 
show what they see and name the various regions, 
eager show that they understand. 

Some little lad lassie who has had garden 
his own will wonder why grows fast when 
beans and corn grow slowly. You have been 
waiting for this very question and now proceed 
explain that the fleshy scales contain stored food 
which used the quickly developing shoot. 
does not need absorb raw materials and from 
them make its food beans and corn do. The scales 
are the bases the leaves the previous season 
and all during the growing season the plant stored 
food them. But our daffodils have roots. 
they not take food like the roots corn? No, 
not bed rich soil but pure sand which 
does not supply all the plant needs. The roots 
take water 

reply more questions you will explain that 
the entire large shoot develops from the tiny shoot 
found the bulb; that the leaves would remain yel- 
low the dark but turn green within few hours 
the light; that they were planted deeper the 
soil they would not need kept the dark. 

After few days they will all taking very 
personal interest our bulbs and even start some 
home. They may look them, take turns 
watering them, ask all the questions that suggest 
themselves, but they may not handle them. They 
will gain practical knowledge during the few weeks 
that the bulbs are maturing—conditions necessary 
for the growth—water, air, warmth, and sunshine; 
response the plant external stimuli, especially 
that light, the effect external conditions 
rate growth, etc. They will realize how very 
much alive plants are. 

When the flower buds emerge, interest approaches

the climax. All will hazard guess the time 
opening. But alert every one is, doubt the 
first golden blossom will quietly slip out its 
dainty papery envelope during the short half hour 
while every one gone for lunch. pleasant sur- 
prise! But most them will back time 
watch unfold its petals one one, butterfly 
just out the coccoon unfolds its wings, and thus 
attain its full glory. 

During these weeks all nature lessons should 
such are suggested the window garden. 
bulb fleshy bud, other buds may studied 
during this time. The buds the horse chestnut 
are best they are available. not, lilac buds will 
serve the purpose. They are much smaller but the 
regions show well. Before proceeding the 
study the bud proper, consider its position 
the stem. branch winter condition very 
interesting. Call attention the leaf scars which 
indicate the position, number and size the leaves. 
Remove the bud scales one one. You will find 
that their arrangement corresponds the leaf 
arrangement, 

studying the longitudinal section the bud 
you will notice that its regions correspond those 
found the fleshy dormant axis, scales, and 
undeveloped shoot. question two will lead 
them discover that the lilac bud need not carry 
its food with it, but does need protection, in- 
stead fleshy scales has tough, water-proof ones. 
The twig shoot all next year’s growth min- 
iature. few questions skillfully put will lead the 
pupils discover these facts themselves. 

Drawing lessons during these weeks may easily 
correlated with the nature work. 

The daffodil not good type use teaching 
the structure the flower. this time the 
year may difficult obtain specimens, 
might better defer the study the flower un- 
til spring. The children may reluctant leave 
their dear flower, the daffodil, which gave such keen 
delight them for few weeks. When the blos- 
soms wither and you finally remove your indoor 
garden, all will feel that they have lost dear friend. 
But though the bulbs are gone the lessons they 
taught will not forgotten.

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Teaching Modern Language

say that more difficult teach modern 
than ancient language may seem bold 
statement but think that can proved. First 
all, Greek the ancient dead lan- 
guages commonly taught high schools, are sub- 
ject change; modern languages, the other 
hand, are like all living creatures, susceptible 
growth and development. Secondly, while true 
that there are different pronunciations Greek 
and Latin, the matter pronunciation itself not 
guage. The aim the most ambitious high school 
student able read, translate and give the 
syntax Greek and Latin authors and succeed 
turning the vernacular into Greek Latin prose; 
does not expect speak either the foreign 
languages. This lack desire attain speaking 
knowledge frees the student ancient language 
from one the greatest difficulties that confront 
the student modern languages. certain col- 
leges, true, Latin spoken, perhaps even 
Greek; but high schools the student prepared 
pass written examinations these languages, 
never speak them. 

Now let come the method teaching. 
dealing with Greek Latin there seems but 
little variety method; dealing with modern 
languages the methods are innumerable. Not only 
are they innumerable, but many cases they are 
complex that one forced give the study 
the method the time that should devoted 
study the language. Are teach then with- 
out any method? Surely not; but should re- 
member that method always means, never 
end. Modern languages, have already said, 
are living things; they take birth, grow and mature. 
The fashion speech used century ago not 
vogue today. New ideas require new words and 
hence the vocabulary modern language con- 
stantly increasing the same proportion 
the people who speak develop. 
natives different countries meet, intermingle 
These business, social 
marital relations serve introduce into one 
language the words constructions another, 
and hence open series changes the 
languages affected. Finally the writers who employ 
modern language their thought vehicle are con- 
tinually trying perfect their style and their efforts 
naturally tend give the language that they use 
new nicety distinction subtlety expression. 
Would possible for take any modern 
book, however well written, and give the stu- 
dent give him Caesar’s Commentaries, Cicer- 
o’s Orations, Virgil’s Aeneid, Zenophon’s Ana- 
basis, Homer’s Odyssey? Would not 
realize that the book written the modern language 
gives less satisfactory knowledge that language 
than the classics mentioned above give Latin 
Greek? 

much for the basic differences existing be- 
tween ancient and modern languages. more im- 
portant consideration the effect that these differ- 


ences ought have upon the teaching lan- 
guage. come the point and taking one 
modern language, French for instance, try plan 
fairly good, not the best possible, way pre- 
senting high school students. For the sake 
convenience shall make the following diyisions: 

Pronunciation. Reading. Translation. 

Grammar. Conversation. Composition. 

Methods. 

Pronunciation undoubtedly the shibboleth 
both teacher and pupil. Not only are the simple 
vowel sounds different from the English, but the 
vowels lend themselves such combinations 
seem impossible pronounce. Take sample 
the simple vowel the French “u”, and illustra- 
tions difficult combinations those containing the 
liquid Evidently the first step teaching pro- 
nunciation train the student’s ear; unless 
has fully sensed the sound, can hardly reproduce 
it. Not only the ear must trained, however, but 
the organs speech well. Position mouth, 
movement tongue lips, each these plays 
important part the sounds utter, the words 
articulate. One teacher our acquaintance sug- 
gests having the student practise speaking foreign 
language front mirror. Once has learned 
the way which certain sounds must produced, 
such mirror practice may beneficial. 

Since imitation important factor acquir- 
ing language, the advantage having teacher 
whose pronunciation good surely self-evident. 
perhaps owing the dearth such teachers 
that the phonetic system has been introduced into 
many schools and has gained certain popularity. 
While not concede that this system repro- 
duces perfectly all French sounds, frankly ad- 
mit that approximates their correct pronunciation 
more closely than does the pronunciation some 
teachers French—not French teachers, please no- 
tice! Although the idea that any teacher will 
for beginners fast dying out, perhaps not 
yet fully realize that beginners actually require the 
best possible teachers. Just impossible 
erect good material building poor foundation, 
teach student pronounce correctly his first 
pronunciation has been faulty. Whether not 
the student should taught phonetic terminology, 
Mr. Paul Monroe calls “moot question”, his 
Principles Secondary Fducation, published 
Macmillan. However this may be, quite certain 
that the student should taught phonetics. 
just this lack the knowledge sounds that causes 
most the difficulties the oral work advanced 
students. Ear training important well eye 
training. may given, not only means 
conversation, but also reading aloud the stu- 
dent without letting him see the text that being 
read. good practice, too, for the student 
read aloud and listen himself. Such reading will 
enable him grasp the individual words the two 
senses sight and hearing and thus double his 
chances making the words his own. 
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Reading, used the earlier stages means 
becoming acquainted with the language, should la- 
ter serve give insight into the history 
the country whose language is, well into the 
character and customs the people who speak the 
language. advanced classes, reading should fa- 
miliarize the student with the literature the lan- 
guage, not only the literature the past but also 
the present day. Tradition has made reading 
means translating from the foreign language into 
the vernacular, but seems wiser let the student 
try grasp the meaning the text from the lan- 
guage which written than from literal 
even free translation. While translation obvious- 
the easiest and quickest test the student’s un- 
derstanding given passage, yet its exclusive use 
has several weaknesses. Some these are well 
summed the following paragraph. “In gen- 
eral, translation largely exercise the use 
the mother tongue. exercise for teaching the 
foreign language, wasteful time vocabu- 
lary builder. Since the pupil exchanges symbol for 
symbol, neglects almost wholly the form side 
the foreign language, and usually carried on, 
alys but little stress upon the thought side. has 
little influence upon the growth language 
sense.” (Principles Secondary Education. Paul 
Monroe, Macmillan,) 

regards translation itself, should aim ob- 
taining the meaning entire passage rather than 
individual words. Owing differences con- 
struction and idiom, word for word translation 
often misleading, sometimes absolutely incorrect. 
word has frequently several meanings; only one 
these may available certain sentence, the 
others being foreign the author’s thought 
his language the translator. not unfrequent- 
happens that when one tells student his transla- 
tion incorrect, replies, and truthfully so, that 
found the words dictionary. Unfortunately 
the dictionary gives words but not context. 

Grammar, often the bane student’s life, may 
become intensely interesting the hands clever 
teacher. She teaches inductively far pos- 
sible. longer the mere memorizing para- 
digms the translating uninteresting sentences 
for the purpose clinching previously studied rules. 
Question and answer there must be, but the wise 
teacher will use type questions that admit large 
number answers, each containing the form 
principle required. Again the obviously grammati- 
cal exercises for changes person, number, mode 
tense, may based upon some text that appeals 
the student rather than upon such time-worn sen- 
tences as: have the book your brother. has 
the book sister, and the like. 

The teaching grammar should not discon- 
tinued after the first second year French; 
rather should extend over the entire four years 
the French course, giving during the last two 
years, Mr. Monroe recommends his book al- 
ready quoted, “richer practice and broader treat- 
ment.” Above all, the study grammar should 
recognized the means enabling one speak 
and write correctly. Mere knowledge grammar 
avails little one has not the art applying what 
has learned the speech and writing daily 
life. 
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Conversation oral practice not only great 
practical value, but also serves stimulus 
both teacher and student. brings into play, 
perhaps other exercise can, imitation and repeti- 
tion, the fundamental means acquiring new lan- 
guage. trains the ear well the organs 
speech. makes for quick mental reaction and 
tends develop what may called language 
sense. enables the student enlarge his vocabu- 
lary and acquire grammatical forms. Particularly 
helpful the elementary stage, should still 
kept with the advanced student, being carefully 
graded and co-ordinated with the other elements 
his course. Early material for conversation may 
selected from objects seen known. Later on, 
one may use selections from the texts being read 
even short stories, taking care that the texts 
stories readily lend themselves conversation. The 
question and answer method good for conversa- 
tional purposes, least until the student capable 
connected and prolonged speech. 


Written work still means for many teachers the 
translating detached sentences longer pas- 
sages from the vernacular into the foreign language. 
There are some teachers, however,—and may their 
tribe increase are beginning recognize the 
value written work growing out conversation- 
practice. The account day’s lesson, the som- 
ple narration some interesting event, for the ad- 
vanced student the letter form composition these 
will give the student “home feeling” the foreign 
language that can hardly gained from the trans- 
lation stilted phrases involved passages. More- 
over the freer style writing will tend make the 
student think the foreign language and hence ex- 
press himself far more idiomatically than were 
translating the thoughts another. This ability 
think the foreign language should the aim 
every student, for only thus thinking that 
one makes language his own. 


Before discussing the question methods proper- 
called, may well pause for moment 
and consider just what advantages one should ex- 
pect derive from the study foreign language. 
These advantages may summed under the three 
general headings mental training, clearer notion 
one’s native language and possibility getting in- 
closer contact with culture other than native. The 
answer how these advantages may gained will 
found the discussion the methods used. 
Five methods seem favor, some them 
differing slightly from others given 
separate name rather through custom than neces- 
sity. 

Perhaps the oldest these methods, one takes 
general use schools the standard age, the 
grammatical method. According this method, 
the student presented with paradigms, studies 
forms and simple rules syntax together with sen- 
tences illustrating these rules. translates sen- 
tences, gradually increasing difficulty, from the 
vernacular into the foreign language; finally 
reads the classics the foreign language slowly, 
giving special attention the analyzing and parsing 
the passages read with view training him- 
self details grammatical structure.

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Character Formation 


PRIMARY GRADES

VERY teacher the Primary Grades has very 

important task confronting her the laying 
the right kind foundation for the individual 
building character among her young pupils. 
The First Grade teacher must not forget the fact 
that the past six years, the child’s instincts and 
impulses have asserted themselves very positive 
way; habits have been formed; desires have been 
gratified indulgent parents; manifestations 
temper, stubbornness, disobedience, and selfishness 
have not been infrequent; that consequence each 
child has developed individuality all his own 
which the teacher cannot afford ignore this 
all-important art building character. But 
matter what have been the tendencies the past, 
the classroom, after the novelty school en- 
vironment wears off, somehow the little mind 
prepared and willing accept various changes, and 
not infrequently the child who very unmanage- 
able home very docile school. 

The mind the teacher must capable dis- 
cerning the little beginnings great characteristics, 
and patiently await their development. her view 
the things accomplished well-defined, 
and she knows exeactly how proceed her 
strong abiding faith, sympathy, and tact, 
certain amount talent added, the teacher may 
confidently hope for success nineteen out twen- 
cases. Let her ever remember that each child 
must his own building; that her duty sub- 
mit plans ideals, supply the proper stimuli and 
give direction for use. Co-operation the part 
the child absolutely necessary, for forced efforts 
this particular branch education will avail 
nothing good the long run. Let the teacher 
never forget that her own personal example the 
most powerful incentive any and every good that 
can suggested the classroom. Let her never 
destroy break down that implicit faith and trust 
that the child has unhesitatingly reposed her; 
she should unfortunate, let her understand 
that she can never fully re-instate herself the 
child’s mind. Let her remember that her influence 
will productive the best results, only when 
she stands little above yet close the spirit 
the child, and that affectionate reserve and de- 
ferential respect will far outlive popularity 
born good looks, pleasing address, ingratiating 
manners, and the ever ready gift entertaining. 

The very first thing that the teacher must 
establish between herself and her pupils per- 
fectly sincere faith that will ever support truth, hon- 
or, integrity and wholesome and confiding 
trust that will not fail time and love 
once Christ-like and human, ever ready forgive 
and forget, ever willing assist those need, ever 
alert encourage despondent hearts, ever helpful 
and comforting along the rugged and stony pathway 
that leads perfect character formation. 

The next important step study the natural 
temperament and will the child manifested un- 
der school discipline. class fifty pupils, this 
will take least month. Let the school discipline 


mild but firm, and whenever possible, let the 
right reason the child give assent all rules and 
regulations. Let the teacher keep observation 
report for her own convenience, that she may re- 
member just what each child needs. Human na- 
ture much the same all classes, and short 
time groups will naturally form where each child 
may classify. 

checking observations the teacher will soon 
possession positive knowledge the char- 
acteristics available for the work hand, and 
forewarned means forearmed, she ought not ex- 
perience any very great difficulty. Nevertheless, 
trials will present themselves which will put the 
test not only the pupil’s character but the teacher’s 
well, and happy will the outcome self-con- 
trol both cases master the situation. 

The second day school the child becomes con- 
scious the fact that possesses certain little 
rights and about the school that must not in- 
fringed upon. has right desk accomo- 
date himself and his books; has right hook 
upon which hang his coat and hat; also has 
right his place the ranks,—all which have 
been given the teacher. 

Without instructions any kind, the child na- 
turally expects his companions recognize and re- 
spect his rights, and this sense his own rights 
enables him see that every one else has similar 
rights, and consequence, each one has duties 
perform, for right always implies duty. This 
will give splendid opportunity very practical 
way make the child, young is, clearly un- 
derstand that must have consideration for the 
rights others. the reconciliation the rights 
one with the rights others, one the funda- 
mental problems good government among the 
people, the same holds true even the primary 
classroom for the maintenance good, healthy 
discipline. Before the first month school over, 
conditions are favorable, the child will have be- 
come conscious strong spirit loyalty towards 
his school, and that now his duty ever 
honor correct deportment the church, 
the street, company with others, and even 
home. Let the teacher work this spirit loyalty 
not only towards the school, but let extend turn 
the city, our country, and our Flag. 

Explain very simple way that the school has 
right demand the pupils who attend it, the 
observance what may called school 
regularity, punctuality, cleanliness, silence, industry 
application study, and that the 
duty every child willingly practice these vir- 
tues, every day will present opportunities for 
emphasizing the need them. not difficult 
see how the observance the school virtues will, 
time, establish desirable habits, but where does 
the real character training come in, since the child 
complies, because the teacher stands behind him and 
way compels him preserve order? The teach- 
who satisfied with such results has very im- 
perfect concept character formation, for the child 
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will orderly only long the teacher’s eye 
upon him. 

That these school virtues can made serve 
the high purpose forming character not 
cult, one knows how proceed. Discuss regu- 
lartiy and punctuality with the child, asking 
what would result from non-observance these 
virtues. His decisions will perfectly correct. Let 
the right reason the child then give assent the 
practice the virtue and soon becomes 
conscious that the suggested course action 
right, his will ready conform, because per- 
ceives good. now begins act from 
principle and dces what right because 
and “character life dominated principles,” 
then has begun the work building.

the university you will told that far the 
greater number failures class work can 
traced inability read, that one gets the back- 
ground essential maintaining successfully his so- 
cial position university man through reading, 
that reading the chief ability can acquire, and 
on. All which is, great degree, true. 
myself always encourage the reading good books 
but equally eager impress upon students 
the fact, often unnoticed, that every great gift car- 
ries with responsibility—and the greater the 
privilege the clearer the duty. this paper shall 
attempt show the reverse the shield priv- 
ileges which comes into the possession every one 
who learns read—the necessity for restraint its 
use lest injure us. 

shall not recommend that not read all 
because doing that are depriving ourselves 
opportunity for growth; but insist that there 
pernicious reading matter which must shun. 
Mediocre intellects are content reading and 
may, smug, boast about the fact; them, 
present, not speaking. With those you, 
however, who are mentally alert and eager know, 
wish discuss the necessity for safeguard lest 
you tempted ‘beyond the danger line and swept, 
unfortunately, unhappiness. Your ability and 
your desire explore and discover makes you our 
greatest asset, for you lies all hope material 
progress during your life adults. protecting 
you against the wrong kind reading, not only are 
insuring your happiness—we are protecting so- 
ciety whole evil fruit your mis- 
demeanors. 

report student reading the University 
Michigan revealed that average students spend 
six and half hours each week reading current 
newspapers and magazines—about hour day. 
That may not seem much time; and yet, any one 
you really wishes discover how devoting sixty 
minutes each day one purpose will affect one’s 
life, suppose each day you spend hour with the 
Blessed Sacrament make habitual daily reading 
the Little Office the Blessed Virgin together 
with several short visits Our Lord. Try it, and 
you will understand what mean. 

could dismiss discussion the reading 
newspapers with the statement that the Univer- 
sity Chicago heard the editor now getting the 
highest salary the newspaper world say that his 
paper always aimed the eight year old intelli- 


gence, that is, that they always presented the news 
that eight year old child could understand it. 
Such statement would make you feel that the pa- 
per that man edits insults your intelligence. For 
that reason you would never read and you should 
not, because least one occasion ran sala- 
cious serial order, pandering vicious minds, 
increase the 

Recently another paper the same metropolis 
published admirable cartoon captioned “The 
Wages Sin That seems true, 
and that account must shun newspapers fea- 
turing crime. More insidious, however, particu- 
larly those who lack sound philosophy, are edi- 
torials which with clever words spread materialistic 
and un-Christian doctrine. Even though there 
deliberate bigotry malice involved, continual read- 
ing material this sort weans from true 
Catholic principles and close adherence the 
teachings Christ. 

One would hardly expect the Boston Transcript 
print such revelation ignorance that dis- 
played Mr. Braybrooke reviewing book 
Hilaire Belloc’s, March 29, 1924. does 
exactly what accuses Belloc doing citing 
instance whereby tries prove that argu- 
ment Belloc avoids any point that might weaken his 
case: have said that Belloc does not think very 
much Luther: angry with him because 
helped the Reformation, but very careful 
make mention the most potent fact that led 
Luther break with the Catholic Faith. was 
that Luther was thoroughly disgusted with the sale 
indulgences, those frauds even to-day sanctioned 
the Roman Catholic Church, cheap and dis 
graceful means abstracting money from ignorant 
people deluding them with promises nothing 
short blasphemous.” Surely that exhibition 
bigotry ought not appear paper that claims re- 
spectability, but its presence shows the danger 
which readers without standard judgment are 
exposed. 

For self-protection must, then, acquire stand- 
ards for judgment. fact, therein lies our hope— 
the education our taste until rise above the 
bigoted publication and the scandal sheet that insult 
our intelligence and our good taste, for the scandal 
spread through big newspapers serves the inhabi- 
tants the large city the back fence gossip does 
the small souls the little town. shall not 
improve morality our mental standard does not 
grow. does good try guard people 
low mental life against smuggilng indecent reading 
matter. must guard ourselves against them and 
against the mud pies their morbid curiosity forces 
them play with. Sometimes, without knowing 
their error, parents send college students 
packages foodstuffs clothing current maga- 
zines whose stories contain salacious paragraphs, 
illustrated indecent pictures. Surely they not 
know the viciousness the material; they merely 
see attractive picture the cover. you call 
their attention the circumstance, they will, 
doubt, grateful. 
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asked young men classes Notre Dame 
give the names magazines which they 
found material they would not want their sisters 
mothers read, and was surprised find that 
woman’s magazine which ran serial Conrad’s 
The Rover and Tarkington’s Alice Adams had re- 
cently printed objectionable installment an- 
other serial. magazine with good reputation 
cannot relied upon, each person must confine him- 
self those newspapers and magazines known 
dependable. 

Did you read Frank Spearman’s article, “Your 
Son’s Education,” the Ave Maria (XX: 417), 
October 1924? will printed pamphlet 
form; and every student, having read himself— 
herself, for might appropriately captioned 
“Your Daughter’s Education”—should send home 
his parents guardians. records the advan- 
tages education Catholic school; and Mr. 
Spearman’s words bear the more weight because 
himself, convert manhood, knows what 
missed. 

doubt you have heard the Sacred Congre- 
gation the Index, the fact that there are certain 
books which Catholics may not read without com- 
mitting mortal sin. Although probable that 
none you will ever read any these books pro- 
scribed because very few them are written 
English and the few you might read translation 
have lost their offensiveness, all you should read 
the article the Catholic Encyclopedia under the 
word “Index” Father Betten’s excellent little 
book, The Roman Index Forbidden Books. 
the original edition these prohibited books attack 
the Christian Faith attempt undermine the 
foundations morality. The list includes works 
fiction which excite the imagination dangerously 
uphold convey indirectly false principles. 

Since mentioning the names writers obscen- 
arios merely attracts attention them (and they 
already have too much notoriety), should prefer 
omitting the names books must avoid. You 
will find none them your school library. 
become aware the evil connected with reading 
books tainted with false philosophy one has but 
meet youths ruined perhaps eternally because 
reading such books. Idle curiosity the desire 
impress people that they are well informed led them 
read books which covertly fed intellectual pride 
and intoxicated the readers with the spirit false- 
hood. 

recall student who delved just such reading 
matter because young lady whom admired 
said she could not understand conditions under 
which college man had not read Shaw, Ibsen, 
Wells, Zola, Schopenhauer, Schnitzler, Strindberg, 
Dostoievsky, Joyce, and their like. had not read 
them that time because had never heard 
them mentioned with admiration. Naturalism, pes- 
simism, agnosticism, anti-Christian philosophy, ig- 
norance, indecency, and innuedo tait the works 
these authors; and one can read them without 
being affected. after the writers have for- 
gotten the fiendish mood which they got pleasure 
from expressing their false philosophies, their gull- 
ible readers, their moral and spiritual supports gone, 
are becoming less and less moral and more and more 
miserable, 
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The young man whom referred was admir- 
able many ways, naturally virtuous, apparently 
fine example university man. But after delving 
into the defiling pitch the authors his friend men- 
tioned, heart was miserable. Many times 
discussed his situation with me. would have 
been happy could accept position the 
matter; but intellectual pride, probably,—some- 
thing—interfered. was daily Communicant 
his first year college; present insensitive 
his religion. Unless regains his faith will 
marry outside the Church, and probably his wife 
will just contemptuous him for forsaking 
his religion she was his reading. see only 
misery ahead him. Surely need not multiply 
instances, although unfortunately they are numer- 
ous. our duty choose our company that 
our lives are not blighted was his whom have 
been discussing. 

Everything written Anatol France and 
Maeterlinck has been proscribed. For that reason 
should see flattering notices the work these 
anti-religionists—and since Maeterlinck still lives 
and France has died but recently may often see 
references their works—we will know enough 
avoid their taint.

This cheap emotion, which all the 
flightly readers popular magazines get from the

fiction recognize the mixture; but only low 
grade mentality will fail disgusted the 
writings Ethel Dell Ethel Hull, whose shieks 
villains carry whips their sleeves and whose 
ravishing glances fierce looks strip couches 
their cushions, 

Possibly the most dangerous type author, how- 
ever, the able man, such Chambers, who sells 
his ability for mess pottage, who with bare 
hands squeezes emotion out disgusting situations. 
Stories like his are vicious because 
telligent creatures read them see the moving 
Pictures heroic looking men and seemingly beautiful 
women, both lacking emotional moral control, 
come out perilous adventures live happily 
ever after, they think they can engage the same 
type adventure and not suffer degradation the 
ostracism decent society. 

Stephen Leacock’s Nonsense Novels and Christ- 
opher Ward’s burlesque Twisted Tales satirize 
charlatan authors who strive excite weak-minded 
readers giving their hearts their tear glands 
shocks direct through the protrayal hackneyed 
and unbelievable situations the period maidens 
out searching for adventure, who foolish things 
which lead them adoring husbands. 
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Recently saw pathetic example the folly 
which the reading this popular trashy fiction may 
lead. One Sunday afternoon three maidens came 
the Campus the University seeking romance such 
pernicious stories moving pictures had led 
them believe existed everywhere—if one would 
only find it. the Grotto, seeing three college men 
approach, they prepared stage their play. 
accidentally and naively movie stars they 
bumped into the young men, who merely asked 
pardoned for their The maidens 
did have their breaths taken away momentarily and 
they did feel the excitement the non-plussed, for 
the students stopped not moment—they corftinued 
their way the kneeling benches toward which 
they were going when jostled. 

Another type harmful story the goody-goody, 
Sunday-school type, such the Elsie books. There 
nothing unclean about them, but they are harmful 
because the ideals presented are not whole truths. 
dangerous pretend that the moral person will 
always rewarded material happiness. They 
should be—and they will, Heaven. earth they 
know peace conscience, which invaluable; but 
unless they are philosophers they will wonder and 
perhaps rail against the injustice Society 
whole. Mr. Dooley Peace and War discusses the 
situation (humorously, course) this way: 
“Your going have them believe that, they be- 
have themselves and lead virtuous life, 
marry rich and Congress. wake 
some day, and find out that getting money and be- 
having yourself don’t always together. Some 
the wickedest men the world have married rich. 
going teach them that man doesn’t have 
teach them that lad with curling black mustache 
and smoking cigaret always villain, when 
more often he’s barber with large family.” 

The only remedy for the entire situation lies 
getting and maintaining standards for judgment.

Costumes. 

“Costly thy habit thy purse can buy, 

But not express’d fancy; rich not gaudy.” 
HAT Polonius says concerning dress may 
equally apply costumes. fact, his advice 

what pleases the eye very often satisfies the mind. 
director should carefully design the cos- 
tumes order give harmonious and therefore 
beautiful effect. 

Home-made costumes are not satisfactory and, 
although may seem paradoxical say so, 
very expensive method handling the problem. 
much better hire costumer and the best 
that can obtained. You get the benefit all 
his experience, which itself great asset. 
When the director has specified detail the vari- 
ous costumes that are required for the production, 
should select pictures which very closely portray 
his ideas. These are taken the costumer together 
with the measurements the actors. Ample time 
should allowed for the necessary adjustments 
the stock garments and for the manufacture new 
ones where required. The director should super- 
vise the work the costumer and send the main 
characters the studio from time time have 
the costumes fitted. The matter costumes im- 
portant. Good acting can often marred cos- 
tumes which not fit properly, such over-sized 
hose which will invariably become wrinkled. the 
local costumer cannot supply your needs, then, 
all means, import the costumes, but have them 
time that any adjustments delinquencies can 
looked after. 

not necessary conform precisely the 
period classical plays. Fourteenth century cos- 
tumes peculiar the country will usually suffice. 

Shoes present one the greatest difficulties be- 
cause the costumers not make practice 
stock them. Sandals, decorated painted, are very 
useful, especially for kings, servants and soldiers. 
Pumps, embellished large buckles and colored 
ribbons rosettes, will serviceable for cour- 
tiers ladies. should consolation, however, 
know that this part wearing apparel usually 
escapes the notice the audience. 

Make-Up. 

Make-up art which few are proficient. 
Amateurs should not assay this part the work but 
should engage the services the best make-up ex- 
pert that obtainable, some one who accustomed 
the strong lights the theatre and who will put 
real character into his make-up. the cast large, 
the case such plays “Hamlet” “The 
Merchant Venice,” two more assistants will 
required, but these positions may filled some 
the more advanced players who, observation 
otherwise, have had considerable experience. 

Plenty time should allowed for the make-up 
and definite order followed. advisable 
start with the minor characters and leave the more 
important characters till last that their make-up 


may fresh. With the latter well observe 
the order appearance the stage for fear be- 
ing pressed for time. 

Pictures great artists, who played the respec- 
tive roles, well exact specifications age, 
whiskers, etc., are great help. 

true all this will mean additional expense, but 
those amateurs, who, effort economize, 
put their own make-up, could only see them- 
selves others see them, with their bushy whiskers 
looking anything but natural and their faces resem- 
bling anything from ghost blotch ill blended 
colour, they would, feel sure, desist the future 
and consider that such money was well spent. 

Lighting. 

Anyone who familiar with stagecraft knows 
the value proper lighting. magic touch, 
scenery which worn and even commonplace, un- 
der the influence coloured lights, takes fresh- 
ness and beauty that quite unbelievable. How- 
ever, much depends upon the skill with which the 
lights are located and operated. Hence, amateurs 
will always well engage competent stage- 
electrician, preferably the one the regular thea- 
tre staff, look after this part the work. Where 
amateurs attempt the electrician’s work there al- 
ways the probability, and often the occurrence, 
mishaps such pulling the wrong switch with the 
result that the stage darkened during the action 
the play moonlight scene breaks instantane- 
ously into broad daylight. Such things audience 
loathe forgive. Besides, there danger fire 
which itself serious consideration. 

The lights should work imperceptibly and this can 
greatly promoted carefully devised set 
cue sheets. should indicate not only the ex- 
act cue but also warning cue order that the 
operator may prepared act. The house and 
stage should never dark the same time. The 
following rule good and the one most generally 
the end the scene the house-lights 
are turned and then the foot-lights are turned 
off; while the beginning the next scene the 
foot-lights are first lighted and afterwards the house 
darkened. 

Spot lights can used great advantage. “Baby 
spots” are the best and should operated from 
the wings order prevent the confusion which 
sometimes results when the operator beyond com- 
munication, fixed spot, placed above the heads 
the actors and focused known place the 
stage, gives excellent effect. 

Where dimmers are available, some very beauti- 
ful effects can obtained. give the appearance 
dawn the stage better start with the 
blue foot-lights on. (They not give much illumi- 
nation). First blend red about half intensity 
and then white and red together full intensity. 
For twilight sunset commence with red, white 
and blue foot-lights full. First dim the white 
partly and then the red and white until the stage 
appears faint blue light. Never make the stage 
completely dark. Both these effects should 
developed very gradually.

Music. 

appropriate musical setting important 
feature any dramatic performance. Unless the 
director himself competent this matter will 
better for him confide his ideas for the musical 
arrangements clever musician, preferably 
orchestra leader. all convenient, the musical 
director should attend the rehearsals and gain cer- 
tain familiarity with the text. will then 
better position select the incidental music. 
will his duty also teach the songs and dances 
which occur throughout the drama. 

Popular compositions should not used inci- 
dental music they are likely distract the atten- 
tion the audience from the more important part— 
the dramatic action. 

Nothing save instrumental music should occupy 
the periods between scenes. mistake have 
speeches, vocal solos and the like during this time. 
The play the all-important feature the evening 
and nothing else should allowed usurp its 
The orchestra should play from the moment 
the curtain lowered until rises again for the 
next scene. the signal flashed the leader 
when the stage made will enable him 
terminate his selection before the curtain rises. The 
music cue sheet should indicate the probable length 
interval between the various scenes. This will 
tend promote better understanding between the 
stage director and the musical director. 

Clever amateurs, some ways, make better ma- 
terial for the orchestra than professionals. 
professional orchestra very expensive item and 
the difference the quality the music can scarce- 
said warrant the spending large sums 
money which might better expended costumes, 
scenery, etc. Besides, the work done ambitious 
amateur musicians sometimes very praiseworthy. 
The fact that amateur orchestra more often 
available for rehearsals added advantage be- 
cause affords better opportunity for working 
the incidental music. professional orchestra 
used there is.only the dress rehearsal for this pur- 
pose and not sufficient. the club has or- 
chestra, the combination ideal. 

Cue Sheets and Charts. 

Cue sheets are forms showing specific directions 
for various movements such raising and lowering 
the curtain, starting and stopping the orches- 
tra, etc. The complete list includes cues for the 
following: curtain, orchestra, lighting, spot-light, 
and noises such shouting, imitations, etc. 
not sufficient indicate the exact moment which 
the movement take place; they should also give 


warning that the operator leader may pre- 


pared act. The cue sheets should made out 
duplicate, copy being given the one charge 
and the others the prompter that the director 
may refer them any moment. 
The following extract from the curtain cue for 
Shakespeare’s “Hamlet” will serve example. 
ACT Sc. 
Curtain up. 
Cue—Signal from Stage Director. 
Curtain down. 
Warning—After Marcellus and Bernardo 
have told Hamlet the ap- 
pearances his father’s ghost,

When completed, all the cue sheets should 
carefully tested see they will harmonize.

much that professional has been advocated 
throughout this discussion that would seem the title,

But his- 
toric matter, history, prose material.

Science may bolt artificial rainbow, bent 
perfect curve against pigment-tinted sky. This 
also may taken apart, handled, and put together 
again without injury its mechanism. 

there history, philosophy science behind 
poetic selection need not lost, but the lesson 
may taught greater advantage apart from the 
poem. Better still, might presented its full- 
ness previous the student’s introduction the 
classic. illustrate the distinction let take any 
subject and develop prose and poetic composi- 
tion. There here sewing basket near 
desk dainty bit old lace touched the hand 
time the color old ivory and lacking the vitality 
well the crisp whiteness required for its orig- 
inal purpose; valuable still, material way, 
for three centuries old; beautiful. ex- 
pository theme, written order that new piece 
lace the same design might constructed, would 
require report scientific accuracy.

‘The office poetry, for child, neither 
inform nor reason but impress. fulfills 
its mission, when having delivered its musical mes- 
sage mind atune its mysterious pulse in- 
spiration opens new realm thought, new 
appreciation for greatness, new conception mys- 
tic grandeur. 

The touch nature Wordsworth’s “Intima- 
tions Immortality” not its philosophy the germ 
life within artistic work. leaves the impression 
that the things about are worthy kindly 
glance and that every child some sense king 
his own right. awakens reader sense 
beauty and tender sympathy with all mankind. 
These powers make worthy poem. Then too, 
has the charm song and sincerity the inti- 
mate expression longing, earnest soul outside 
the Catholic Church, doing his poor utmost solve 
the great problem the place man creation. 

Wordsworth’s attempted vision, his labored spec- 
ulation concerning sacred truths, seems even 
child the Catholic Church pathetic, though 
beautiful picture. The ponderlings his alert, 
growing boyhood, his awakening the complicated 
drama life, the wistful sighing his soul be- 
cause the insufficiency the faith, knew, 
satisfy his adult mind breathes something akin 
despair amid the forced optimism the poem, The 
world was novel him though had been 
newly created for his meditative soul gaze upon, 
and understand. There was, far could 
know, authorative statement concerning the ques- 
tions his pondering, and tribunal endowed with 
word infallible truth. His ancestors had fallen 
under the dominant teaching their time Eng- 
land, and knew only impressionistic basis for 
the solving the complexities complexities 
which sacred writings, unaided tradition, failed 
remove. 

Let preparation acquaint the student with 
the solemn meditative childhood the author, his 
closeness, boy, wild nature, his developing 
mentality which was undistracted the lesser 
noisy things life, his awe the intricate theories, 
presented religion before his awakening mind.

The dates birth and death the 
author mean nothing unless they connote the phil- 
osophy breathed abroad during this time. For 
Wordsworth was comparatively uninterested the 
turmoil resulting from political strife, domestic 
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foreign, may judge his attitude mind his. 


poetic expression. The freedom America was 
fought for and won when was boy; the French 
Revolution solved its profound problem the 
chaotic way mobs white heat; but hear 
cannon-echo the poems Wordsworth. His 
investigations are concerned with theoretic pre- 
existence and the destiny man after his brief span 
mundane life. The soul the Ode carrying 
with into life fleeting memory blissful past 
and there throughout the work tin-bell optimism 
which the very ring hope echoes doubt. Points 
character and warning against surmise 
substitute for truth are more vital the student 
the Ode than the statement Wordsworth’s being 
early left orphan and dying Poet Laurate Eng. 
land. That encouraging point for the student 
economics and political problems but slight 
importance poetic interpretation. 

Had Wordsworth written three hundred years 
earlier for reading public large that his 
time, what stir his “discovery” would have made 
among Catholic Christians yet unaccustomed 
the vagaries riddle contests sacred matters!

Calvin held that God’s call the ministry indicated 
through the voice the people. Every Valvinistic com- 
independent republic. Calvin was in- 
veterate enemy all ceremonies whatever embellishes 
divine worship, elevates the soul, warms the heart. 
Calvin worked out system government for Geneva, 
and placed himself the head it. The prerogatives 
that claimed for himself went far beyond anything 
that the mediaeval Popes are said have claimed. 
Geneva Calvinism spread into France, Germany, the 
Netherlands, England, Scotland, Poland and Hungary. 
Calvin died 1561 but his work was continued Theo- 
dore Beza. 


PROTESTANT REFORMATION ENGLAND. 

the course the religious and political movements 
which disturbed Europe the sixteenth century, every 
touching the relations and phases society 
and family came for discussion, and the question 
marriage necessarily came among the rest, and Eng- 
land this became the cause the religious and political 
revolution that took place there. 


EARLY LIFE HENRY VIII. his youth and 
early manhood, Henry exhibited rare qualities 
mind and heart, being scholar and possesing real at- 
tachment religion. His education, which received 
from John Fisher, afterwards Bishop Rochester, 
enabled him write treatise the Seven Sacraments, 
against Luther. presenting this Pope Leo 
1521, the title “Defender the Faith” was conferred 
him. 1509, when only eighteen years old, Henry 
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became King England, and two months later married 
the virtuous Catherine Aragon, with whom lived 
uninterrupted happiness for seventeen years. their 
five children, three sons and two daughters, Mary alone 


HENRY’S APPEAL POPE CLEMENT VII. Be- 
coming infatuated with Anne Boley, maid honor the 
Queen, Henry appealed Pope Clement VII. declare 
his marriage with Catherine invalid. Cardinal Wolsey, 
who fully entered into the King’s designs, asked the Pope 
for unlimited and irrevocable powers decide the case 
without further appeal. But Pope Clement commissioned 
Cardinal Campeggio bring about reconciliation be- 
tween the King and Queen. this did not succeed, the 
Pope empowered Campeggio and Wolsey hear the 
cause, but not pass judgment without new commis- 
sion, for Campeggio that case had refer the matter 
back Rome. Through the weary six years during 
which the case was pending, never did Pope Clement for 
moment let the final decision out his hands. 
Henry had his strongest support Wolsey, but the 
English people were heartily with the Queen, who was 
surrounded spies, constantly watched like prisoner. 
But all threats and offers, she made but one answer, 
that she would live and die the state which God had 
called her, and. that she would never sacrifice the rights 
and reputation her daughter Mary. When Henry 
learned that the Pope intended call back the case 
his own tribunal, hurried the intended trial order 
keep the Pope the dark, and meet him with ac- 
complished fact. The trial opened June, 1529, which 
the Queen knelt before the King, asserted her rights, 
and implored his justice, after which she solemnly ap- 
pealed the Holy See. Bishop Fisher appeared this 
court, and declared that save himself from damnation 
had come say that “this marriage the King and 
Queen could not dissolved any power, divine 
and added that maintaining this opinion 
was ready lay down his life. From this time. Cam- 
peggio was unwilling proceed any further the matter 
and Pope Clement recalled the case his own tribunal. 
Campeggio left England, and Henry vented all his rage 
Cardinal Wolsey for the failure his designs. Wol- 
sey’s goods were seized the King, and was banished 
the See Winchester and later York, 1529. Before 
reached York, was arrested charge high 
treason and conducted back London put the 
tower, but was attacked mortal illness Leister Abbey, 
where cried, “If had served God diligently 
have served the King, would not have given over 
gray hairs.” His last months were months sin- 
cere penance devotion, and edification the people, and 
his last words were entreaty Henry preserve 
England the unity the faith, 1530. Sir Thomas More 
was appointed Chancellor his place. 


ENGLAND SEPARATED FROM CATHOLIC 
UNITY. July, 1533, Clemont VII. threatened Henry, 
who had banished Catherine Aragon and amrried Ann 
Boleyn with excommunication, did not restore 
Catherine her rights before October the same year. 
March 23, 1534, the Pope solemnly declared Henry’s 
marriage with Catherine Aragon valid, and the 
nullity the marriage and coronation Ann Boleyn. 
the spring 1534, before the papal decision became 
known England, Act Parliament following the 
will the King. transferred the powers the Pope 
the sovereign. The bishops were henceforth appointed 
the King, him they took the oath fealty, from 
him they received both the spiritualities and temporalities 
their sees. Act Succession settled the crown 
the children Anne. 


FORMAL ACT SUPREMACY. The November 
session Parliament passed the following formal Act 
Supremacy. “Be enacted the authority the pres- 
ent Parliament that the King, our sovereign lord, his heirs 
and successors, kings this realm shall taken, 
cepted and reputed the only supreme head earth 
the Church England.” The royal supremacy was made 
extend faith, worship, and discipline. formal re- 
numeration the Pope followed 1535. 
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RELIGIOUS Two men renowned 
for their wisdom, learning and holiness, one preeminent 
the Church, Bishop Fisher, the other leader the 
State, ex-chancellor Thomas More, first fell victim 
the new statutes. They were confirmed for over year 
the Tower, where Fisher received from Paul III. his 
elevation the Cardinalate, but Blessed John Fisher was 
sent the block, June 25, 1535, and Blessed Thomas 
More followed him July sixth. Two hundred Fran- 
ciscans were imprisoned, some these died while 
prison, while others were executed. Eighteen Carthusians 
were added the list beautified martyrs the abbots 
Glastonbury, Reading, and Colchester being drawn, 
hanged and quartered. Two Queens, two Cardinals, 
twelve dukes and earls, two archbishops, eighteen bishops, 
thirteen abbots, five hundred priors and monks, thirty 
doctors theology and canon law were put death. 
Three hundred and seventy-six religious houses were 
seized, representing revenue 32,000 pounds, The 
money, plate, jewels, sacred vessels. bells, etc. were all 
seized the government. Twenty thousand persons lost 
their homes and livelihood, and these included monks, 
nuns, tenants, and servants; 1536. 


ACT 1539. Act passed 1539 secured the 
King any property which had come into his hands 
dissolution, surrender since the fourth 
February, 1536. About eight thousand religious both 
sexes and thousand persons dependent upon them 
were expelled this Act. Thus the King and his ac- 
complices were enriched yearly income more than 
two million pounds sterling taken from the Church and 
the poor. The broad fields, which this time had 
served support the monks and nuns, the poor, aged, 
and sick, were seized Henry’s agents for private use. 
Thus the King acquired net result eight million 
pounds sterling his traffic Church lands, while be- 
tween fourteen and fifteen million pounds was the actual 
value the King his work dissolltion and 
plunder. 


EFFECT THESE ACTS EDUCATION. The 
wholesale seizure monasteries, and the expulsion 
religious soon struck deadly blow learning and educa- 
tion, most the schools were closed without any 
provision being made for substitute. The exorbitant 
rents demanded the new owners property prevented 
the yeoman from sending his son school. The count- 
less scholarships other provisions which monas- 
teries and convents had supported poor students the 
universities were confiscated. Protestant though was, 
Bishop Latimer complained 1550 that there were 
“Twenty thousand students less than there were within 
these twenty years.” Another authority tells Most 
the halls were left empty, arts declined, and ignorance 
began reign again.” 

Henry VIII., the persecutor the Church was atro- 
ciously cruel his wives was his ministers and 
other subjects. unjustly cruelly repudiated his true 
and lawful wife, Catherine Aragon, who lived for three 
years after this disgraceful event, model patient in- 
nocence, and died January 1536, beloved and mourned 
all the good and noble England. reigned 
thirty-eight years, Henry died 1547, haviig established 
the first form Protestantism,” sort diluted state- 
Catholicism. Henry once called “Defender the 
Faith,” see sad example the power unchecked 
passion lead soul refuse hear and obey the 
voice the Church whom Christ has said,” that 
you hears Me, and that despises you despises 

Edward VI.. son and successor Henry VIII., his 
unlawful marriage with Jane Seymour, ascending the 
throne cast aside all pretence observing Catholic forms. 
abolished the Mass, authorized priests marry, in- 
troduced the use the vulgar tongue worship. Images, 
statues, altars, private chapels, and whatever served 
preserve the remembrance the ancient faith were either 
destroyed put out sight. 

During the reign Mary Tudor, 1553-1558. England 
was reunited with Rome, Cardinal Pole being sent there 
papal legate November, 1554, and he, the name 
the Pope, gave solemn absolution the whole nation, 
and restored communion with the Holy See. Queen 
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Mary died November, 1558. The seed sown her 
union with the clergy and the better part the nation 
gave England the real martyrs the following reign. 
the accession Queen Elizabeth, the Mass was again 
abolished, and was commanded for all look the 
had Matthew Parker consecrated archbishop 
Canterbury, the consecrator being Barlow, who was prob- 
ably never consecrated himself, and who lacked the neces- 
sary intention administer the sacrament, because 
did not believe the Church, priesthood sacrifice. He, 
moreover Cramner’s corrupted Ordinal which could not 
convey sacerdotal episcopal powers. Consequently, 
Parker from whom all Anglican ordinations are derived 
was never consecrated all. with the installation 
Matthew Parker the apostolic succession and priesthood 
the Church England established law became ex- 
tinct. 


PROTESTANT REFORMATION SCOTLAND 

John Knox, brought Catholic, was educated for 
the service the Church, was ordained priest sometime 
before 1530, and about twelve years later, 1542, openly 
professed himself Protestant. 1559 began 
preach Scotland against the idolatry the Mass and 
the veneration images. Perth had the monas- 
teries the Franciscans, Dominicans, and Carthusians 
sacked and reduced ruins. Being naturally gloomy and 
uncongenial, Knox fully adopted Calvin’s gloomy system. 
Scotland the old faith was replaced rigid Cal- 
vinism, and the episcopal form church government 
that Presbyters. 1592 the system church govern- 
ment the Presbyterians was legalized Parliament. 

But amidst all the darkness the so-called Reforma- 
tion, Divine Providence called forth into existence man: 
the brightest lights the Church, saintly men and 
women, who served beacon lights guide souls safely 
across the billows infidelity and immorality into the 
harbor eternal salvation.

continue our discussion 
the important theme 
training the characters our 
pupils for after life dwell- 
ing two different modes 
influence, which teachers 
may exert, both practical and 
days are concerned, but the 
one indefinitely more sure 

permanent results 
for after life. distinguish 
Rev. Garesché, these two ways swaying 

children (and for that matter 
children, too, larger growth) let call the one 
the method influencing from without, inward and 
the other the way exerting control from within, 
outward. The expressions may seem first sight 
peculiar, but elucidate them will not without 
profit. 

the mode influence from without inward 
should like designate that way directing and 
controlling others which consists applying per- 
suasion them were from the outside, urging 
them this that because wish and order 
it, not because the fitness worthiness the 
action itself. “Do this because wish it” “Do 
that because urge you so,” “Do that other 
thing because will please because shall 
displeased you refuse.” Motives such these 
lend the will the strength another will, they 
act upon it, say, from without; they not 
exercise the will itself independent resolution, 
but only submissiveness and passive sort 
obedience. 

The other manner influence consists supply- 
ing the will itself with worthy and cogent motives 
and have called this mode the way influence 
from within, outward. achieve explaining 
well urging, making vivid and vital those 
motives which make the will love and embrace the 
action itself for its own goodness. Then, our train- 
ing might expressed some such way the 
worthy you, worth while doing, God 
wishes it, not would loss you and 
failing precious service God.” influencing 
child this way train activity which 
independent our continuous urging. form 
its will habits choosing principle, 
noble motives, weighing and considering not 
what this person that will like, but what right 
and suitable itself, pleasing God and accord 
with religion and good principle. 

make the matter clearer concrete examples, 
let suppose that teacher, full zeal and good 
intentions, uses her pupils the first method in- 
fluence, that which have called from without, in- 
ward. She will wish all her charges, let say, 
frequently Communion. They will soon rea- 
lize, from her words and manner, that she desires 
very much that they should Communion 
often possible. Those who will feel that 
they are pleasing her. Those who not are sens- 


ible some displeasure her part. she has 
influence over them, they will want what she 
likes and, long they are subject her sway, 
they will continue often holy Communion. 
“Sister will like do.” “Sister will disap- 
pointed such ways this, the 
pupils would express, they were candid, their chief 
motive for acting. course, good motive 
itself and efficacious long lasts. But evi- 
dently such motive very effective training for 
after life. For soon the pupils leave the sphere 
influence their teacher, their chief motive for 
frequent Communion fails, and they have 
other, they will simply leave off the blessed practice. 

One may apply this same analysis many other 
departments training influence. Take the mat- 
ter Catholic reading and good reading general. 
Suppose the teacher insists good reading and en- 
courages among the pupils making them feel 
that she wishes it, will pleased it, will dis- 
appointed its absence.

Activities are 
taken up, there work done for Catholic literature, 
magazines are collected and distributed, clothing 
gathered for the poor, mission work set foot, 
the self-denial fund established and generously 
contributed great activity the Sodal- 
ity. But, the cases refer where influence 
exerted from without, inward, all this activity 
done not much from love the Sodality 
appreciation the excellence such good works, 
but because “Sister wants it” and “Sister 
will disappointed don’t it.” 

Here again, though the immediate results are very 
praisewortthy, the training for after life leaves much 
desired. For soon the children get away 
from the good influence the Sister question. 
they very probably will forget and neglect the good 
works which they have been accustomed under 
her sway. 

Let now consider some examples the other 
mode influence, that which have called from 
within, outward. The Sister, shall suppose, 
quite zealous personally for frequent Communion 
the one whom have just described. But she 
chooses exert her influence this direction 
giving the children the stimulus powerful motives 
which arise from the excellence the frequent Com- 
munion itself and the the soul. She 
tries make the children understand more and 
more the sweet reasonableness frequent Com- 
its extraordinary efficacy, the many bless- 
ings which flow from it. True, her personal influ- 
ence has its weight, but not the predominating 
motive which urges the children frequent Com- 
munion. They respond chiefly because she has im- 
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pressed them with the holiness, the desirableness, 
the abiding blessedness going Communion fre- 
quently and possible every day. 


must confessed that this method more 
difficult than the former and may even less fruit- 
ful immediate results. hard get children 
think and understand, easier sway them 
through their personal loyalty the teacher even 
through the strong will the teacher, which makes 
easier for them yield than resist. Yet the 
second method trains and fortifies them for life. 
accustoms them act from personal choice, not be- 
cause the influence others. gives them will 
their own and will, moreover, fortified with the 
good motives which they can remember and act 
after they have left school. the moment their 
graduation, they quit the sphere influence which 
the personal will magnetism the teacher has 
put about them. They can never quite lose the 
powerful motives, the intelligent comprehension 
the excellence and desirableness frequent Com- 
munion which she has been able impart them. 


So, too, similarly, the matter good reading, 
the teacher who employs the second mode influ- 
ence will encourage and persuade the pupils cul- 
tivate taste for good reading showing them the 
desirable results which will follow themselves and 
others from the acquisition the habit good 
reading. She will get them read the right sort 
books, not only nor primarily because she wishes 
urges it, but because the solid and substantial 
motives which she makes clear them and which 
would impel any serious-minded intelligent 
person cultivate the habit reading good books. 
This again more difficult than the former method, 
but very much better training for after life. 
accustom the pupil read good books because 
the teacher says so, because “she will pleased 
you and displeased you don’t,” creates the 
pupil’s mind attitude passive compliance. 
soon the influence the teacher wanes the end 
school, too will the pupil’s inclination read 
good books. But the stutdent who has once deeply 
realized the excellence habit good reading and 
the personal motives which should have for ac- 
quiring and keeping it, will much more likely 
after years perserve what has been taught 
love and esteem from abiding motives. 


too, complete our comparison, the activi- 
ties the Sodality and general the altruistic and 
generous enterprises the students during school 
days had much better commended them from 
strong interior motives than urged them some 
popular influential teacher. Young folk have 
certain native generosity which can cultivated 
small degree and this early training helpful- 
ness and thoughfulness others will bring them 
after life inestimable fruits less personal 
happiness than worthy service others. But 
the effective way cultivate this spirit giving 
them the right motives for charity, making them 
see the excellence such endeavors themselves. 
they work while school only out deference 
for the teacher even out human respect, be- 
cause “everybody does it,” flocking like sheep after 
their leader, they will likely after life neg- 
lect quite deplorably the lessons they learned 
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school. Because after life human respect and the 
habit flocking after their leader and doing what 
someone else wishes will apt lead them 
quite different direction. 


Our devoted teachers are often surprised and 
sometimes deeply discouraged find how little in- 
fluence their earnest instructions and exhortations 
have had the after life certain their pupils. 
They bemoan the fact, times, that their training 
seems have sunk little, that those pupils 
who seemed most loyal them while school and 
showed signs real piety and goodness, have, few 
years after leaving school, done things which dis- 
graced their training, fallen with the current 
the world, neglected their religious duties, and quite 
disappointed the hopes that were built upon them. 
will useful such cases consider whether 
the influence had such children was grounded 
enough motives and instructions, the sort 
training which have described from within, 
outward. Such reflections would probably have 
salutary effect our treatment and training our 
present-day pupils. 

the more useful dwell these things be- 
cause our Catholic education inclines paternal 
maternal the case may and because our 
teachers have such great personal influence 
their pupils. This brings many happy results, but 
has also its dangers. The very intensity the 
teacher’s interest pupils, the strong and persua- 
sive force that interest the pupil himself, 
rather tends make the students act for the sake 
pleasing the teacher more than from appre- 
ciation the intrinsic excellence and desirableness 
doing one’s best and laboring for self improvment. 


the teacher’s part, the strong sway secured 
over the pupils devoted charity and self-sacrific- 
ing labors, such easy means ruling him, for 
good, that may too readily neglect the character 
training that comes from the mode influence 
which have called “from within, outward.” Since 
can secure immediate results, with other mo- 
tive save our personal influence, there tempta- 
tion dispense with other motives and the rule 
chiefly through that influence. 


Finally, scarcely necessary remark that 
these two modes are not antagonistic nor mutually 
exclusive. the contrary, they may together 
and help one another. The love which the pupil 
bears the teacher, the influence exerted him, 
will make all the easier instill the solid motives, 
the interior dispositions, the lasting appreciation 
good, which will fruitful after life. wish 
accentuate the excellence and necessity train- 
ing the pupil from within, because there danger 
that this phase education should practice 
less attended to. 

Surely consolation the teacher when she 
sees his pupils leave school for good, embark 
the very turbulent and trying seas life, reflect 
that she has fortified them inwardly far she 
could, with motives, resolves, habits personal fidel- 
ity and fervor which will increase rather than lessen 
with the years. She hopes that they will remember 
her wherever their footsteps may wander. But she 
confident that they will never forget the strong 
training she has given them reason and will.

Certainly there reason for the low esteem the 
profession. because many teachers are craven 
heart, that they could not the pace Life. 
difficult apprehend such cheats; they are 
many and honest their modus 
operandi model for inspection, but their spirit 
stark and ugly Only time and growth will 
eliminate this dead weight from honorable pro- 
fession. With this blessing consummated how can 
the decimated ranks filled with real workers? 
here perhaps that many fail appreciate the vital 
duty that rests every teacher. our duty 
perpetuate the school. The teacher must not im- 
part learning only, not goodness only, but one 
her most important tasks ever watchful for 
those foster children who will carry her work 
more surely, more directly—as teachers. Sad say 
our Brothers and Sisters sometimes this 
duty. well known that such great ecclesiastics 
Archbishop Ireland and Cardinal Gibbons, and 
particularly Archbishop Spalding, recognized the 
prime necessity teaching vocations America, 
and many the heirarchy are insistent that teachers 
are present vital need the Church hold 
her dignity society. Despite the evidence the 
crying need for teaching vocations, and the urgent 
appeal the bishops, there would seem un- 
fortunate lassitude the part those concerned 
encouraging the teaching life. the family must 
perpetuate itself must the school. 
rests upon the teacher therefore, prepare 
others that may follow her. have never seen 
teacher amiss encouraging vocation for the Holy 
Priesthood, for the law, for medicine. But stu- 
dent shows marked ability and would make good 
teacher, should not encouraged also? The 
relatively small number boys received teach- 
ing orders proof that unless fire their minds 
with the real nobility teaching, example more 
than any other power, all not well for the edu- 
cation Catholic young men. That example the 
greatest force influencing recruits seen the 
large numbers girls who yearly join the active 
teaching orders; this can only bespeak the energy 
and the glorious success the saintly women who 
dedicate their teaching God, and who achieve the 
rarest reward the zealous imitation their pu- 
Under present circumstances the fate the 
teaching orders for men would also seem rest 
upon the Sisters. their honor ever sustain 
God’s Church and here always they give unselfish 
aid. But Catholic education continue com- 
peting America, make good citizens and Catho- 
lics despite intolerance there must more, 
many more priests and teachers. need not fear 
lack vocations the altar. But the nature 
things would seem that our problem get 
sufficient men and women engage profession 
second none, that they may aid Mother Church 
carrying her teaching mission all nations. 
The priest today finds humanly impossible 
carry this work, but the Church can abandon 
only the sacrifice those glorious traditions 
that have made her the light the Ages. 

Such the responsibility the teacher. 
must bear personally and all our power 
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realize the -fulness Christ’s command. evi- 
dent all that the great growth the Catholic 
school system has been due the willingness the 
individual teacher shoulder the burden and 
the work labor love. criticize such 
achievement, such loyalty, such sacrifice requires 
some hardihood. Still, though may thank God 
for what has already been accomplished, and though 
there great joy Sion, let the next breath

Let the teacher not fail encourage real 
effort wherever met, for her smile and approval will 
always sources fresh inspiration the child. 
Let her extend her influence the little home tasks 
required mother. The fact that the teacher 
interested and anxious hear good reports about 
the child, will exert wonderful influence over him 
and without the least effort the part the teach- 
er, her will will supersede all rules and regulations 
home, highly does the child value the teacher’s 
sanction. Very early school life, train the child 
listen the voice conscience and obey its 
dictates concerning the little duties imposed 
school the home.

Since 1918 speech-correction classes 
have been conducted the Cleveland 
public schools. Nearly 2,500 children, 
stated, have been enrolled 
these classes during the past year, 
and the claim made that not only 
habitual phonetic errors the speech 
thousands pupils have been 
eliminated systematic training, but 
hundreds instances even stutter- 
ing has been cured. The conclusion 
those following the course the 
experiment seems that has 
proved its worth, and speech-correc- 
tion classes will continue main- 
tained the Cleveland public schools. 

Correctness speech accom- 
plishment fundamental importance. 
every walk social life the judg- 
ment the individual’s educational 
attainments formed his intimates 
well his casual associates 
rests very heavily this test. Those 
who “pass low” are put the 
equipment general. those who 
“pass high” other essentials cul- 
tural character usually are taken for 
granted. the advisability 
laying stress language instruction 
every stage elementary educa- 
tion. Hence the warrant for the as- 
sertion often made experienced 
teachers that every lesson should
